( This is not part of the Notification , but is intended to indicate its general 
purport). 

The Secretary , K.S.E. Board has informed Government that the Board 
employees are not able to get full benefit of exemption from tax for the 
amounts deposited in the Provident Fund. In the normal course an organi 
sation like Electricity Board cannot use the Provident Fund Deposit for 
development purposes. It has to deposit it in Banks or other recognised 
institutions. The Board being short of funds wanted to use the Provident 
Fund Deposit for development purposes. This could be done if the Board 
agrees to comply with the provisions of the Provident Funds Act, 1925 and 
the Board had agreed to comply with the provisions of the 
Provident Funds Act, 1925 as an exempted establishment on 24-11-1979 . 
The Board at the same time desired the Provident Fund contributions to 
remain with the Board to utilise it in the execution of its development projects. 
The way out is to include the Electricity Board in the schedule under the 
Provident Fund Act, 1925 so that the interests of both the Electricity Board 
and the employees can be safeguarded .

Sub -rule 5 of rule 2 of Chapter V , Kerala Education Rules was 
amended by Notification No. G.O.(P ) 150/81 dated 19-8-1981 . A proviso was 
provided to sub-rule 5 conferring upon the Government the powers of review 

of their order finalising the list of areas requiring schools of different categories 
in the State notified under sub-rule (4 ) of rule 2 of Chapter V , K.E.R. subject 
to the conditions mentioned in the provision. The actual date of effect 
of the rules was raised before the High Court of Kerala . The High Court 
observed that the amendment was not retrospective and there was no power in 
the Government to review its order. Earlier Government had in exercise of 
the power of review , passed orders, in a number of cases allowing areas to be 
included in the final list of places. These orders would have become infruc 
tous in the light of the orders of the High Court. Hence Government 
have amended the sub -rule 5 of rule 2 in exercise of their powers under section 
36 of the Kerala Education Act giving retrospective effect to the proviso .

1st June 1981.

(i ) the following Explanation shallbe inserted at the end , namely : 


" Explanation . For the removal of doubts it is hereby clarified that 
it shall not be necessary to prepare the two lists simultaneously and that it shall 
be open to the Director to prepare only one of the lists ." ; 


(b ) in sub -rule ( 2), for the first sentence the following sentence shall 
be substituted , namely : 

" A list prepared by the Director under sub-rule (1) shall be published 
in the Gazette, inviting objections or representations against such list" ; 


( c ) for sub-rule (4 ), the following sub-rule shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" (4 ) The Government after scrutinising all the records may approve 
the list with or without modification and forward the same to the Director 
within one month from the last date for the receipt of the recommendations of 
the Director. The list as approved by the Government shall be published by 
the Director in the Gazette" ; 


(d ) for sub -rule (6), the following sub -rule shall be substituted , 
namely : 

“ The Government may, by notification in the Gazette, extend any 
period specified in sub -rules (3) and (4) for reasons to be stated in the 
notification " ; 

( 2) in rule 2A , 
(a ) in sub-rule (1), the words " in the month of October” shall be 

omitted ; 
(b) in sub -rule (2), the following shall be added at the end ,namely : 

" within one month from the date of publication of the notification 
under sub-rule ( 1)" ; 

(c) in sub -rule (3), the following shall be added at the end , namely : 

" within one month from the last date for submitting applications under 
sub-rule (2)" ; 


(d ) in sub -rule (4), the following shall be added at the end, namley : 


" within one month from the last date for forwarding the report by the 
District Educational Officer” ; 


( e) in sub-rule (5 ), the following shall be added at the end, namely : 

" within one month from the last date for forwarding the report by the 
Director” ; 

sub -rule (7 ) shall be omitted ; 
(g ) for sub -rule (8 ), the following shall be substituted , namely : 

“ The Government may, by notification in the Gazette, extend any 
period specified in sub -rules (3), (4 ) and (5 ) for reason to be stated in the 
notification ." .

Explanatory Note 


( This is not part of the notification , but is intended to indicate its general 
purport). 


The Director of Public Instruction had published a list of places requiring 
schools of different categories under rule 2 (1) of Chapter V , Kerala Education 
Rules in his Gazette notification No. W4-30170 /82 dated 15-3-1982. The 
matter was raised before the High Court in writ petitions challenging the 
propriety of the Director of Public Instruction publishing a preliminary list of 
places requiring schools of different categories within two years of a similar 
notification published by him earlier . The Court in the course of its judgement 
had pointed out that the rule limits the publication of the preliminary list to 
once in two years and called upon the Government to consider this and the 
allied questions before finally deciding the matter. Government have exa 
mined the provisions in the rules carefully and observe that there may be 
educational need for publishing a list of places requiring schools in the State 
within a period of two years. Government receive representation from time to 
timefrom members of the public, local bodies, members of the State Legislature 
and Parliament indicating the need for providing appropriate educational 
facilities in different parts of the State. These are referred by the Govern . 
ment to the Director of Public Instruction for assessement of the educational

need and if found necessary preparation and publication of list of places as 
provided in Chapter V , Kerala Education Rules. Hence there is no need for 
specifying the time limit of two years. Government and Director of Public 
Instruction will certainly keep in view the restraint on the resources of the 
State and also the development of education within the State and the need for 
additional educational facilities before considering the publication of list of 
places requiring schools . The Director of Public Instruction will publish the 
ſist as and when the need for augmenting the present educational facilities 
becomes clear. Government have amended sub-rule (1) of rule 2 of Chapter V 
K.E.R. appropriately to provide for this. Further it has been the general 
practice in the department to publish the preliminary and final list of places 
requiring aided and unaided schools separately . The rule is amended to 
provide for thisin specific terms so that there may be no confusion in this 
regard. 


The present provision of rule 2 and 2A of Chapter V , K.E.R. also provide 
for publication of the list and the various decision to be taken on the list 
according to a schedule of specific dates. It often becomes impracticable to 
observe these dates due to the need to adopt flexible procedures and give 
adequate time for the various authorities at different level to comply with the 
statutory requirements. Hence the rules have been amended dropping these 
dates wherever they are indicated . At the same time time-limits have been 
incorporated in the rules for ensuring that adequate time is given to the various 
authorities at different levels to examine the proposals carefully before giving 
their reports and taking their decision . The rules have also been amended to 
provide for extending the periods given to various authorities to finalise their 
decision by notification in the Gazette indicating also the reasons for extension 
of time. 
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
